Labor May OK End To Wage-Price Controls 


Unions Grow

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 — UB- 
There were 
indications 
Monday 
that organized labor is growing res­ 
tive under continued wage controls 
and might soon be willing to join 
those who think the wage-price pro­ 
gram is outdated. 
No decisions have been made 
yet by top officials of the CIO 
^and the AFL. But the CIO is ex­ 
pected to outline its views at its 
convention starting next week in 
Los Angeles. 
Union labor has been one of the 
strongest advocates of the price 
and wage controls program which 
went into effect in January, 1951, 
six months after the Korean war 
started. 
Some union spokesmen 
consistently 
pleaded for 
tighter 
price controls and slacker wage 
Regulations. 
Some top labor figures are now 
believed to feel that if the whole 
program were scuttled organized 
labor would profit, that any gain 
from the right to negotiate wage 
increases not subject to govern­ 
ment modification would outweigh 
any loss incurred from an upward 
price movement which might fol­ 
low an end of price controls.

ONE SIGN of labor’s restlessness 
Came last Friday when a labor 
member of the Wage Stabilization 
Board asked the board to adopt a 
resolution recommending that Eco­ 
nomic Stabilizer Roger Putnam ex­ 
empt the West Coast shipping in­ 
dustry from all wage controls. 
This motion, made after the WSB 
refused to approve a 5 per cent 
wage hike agreed to between the 
#*aciiic Maritime Association and 
the Ai L Sailors Union, was de­

by

members oi the vVSB. All labor 
members present voted for it. 
Had the motion been adopted, 
requests for the exemption of 
other workers from wage control 
would likely have followed. 
High government officials are

they do not yet feel that inflation­ 
ary pressures have disappeared. 
Putnam is now studying an ap­

Respected Labor Boss 
Rose From Immigrant 
Scots Mine Worker 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 10—Cffl— 
Phillip Murray, who rose from an 
immigrant Scots mine boy to be­ 
come head of the CIO and one of 
the world’s most powerful and re­ 
spected labor leaders, died Sunday 
of a heart attack. 
At 66 a veteran of half a cen­ 
tury’s work in labor’s cause, he 
was stricken in his sleep in San 
Francisco’s 
fashionable 
Mark 
Hopkins Hotel. 
His wife Elizabeth awoke to find 
him sprawled on the floor beside 
his bed. Twenty minutes later a 
physician pronounced him dead. 
Funeral services will be held 
Thursday in Brookline, a suburb of 
Pittsburgh. 
His death came as a shock to 
friends, associates, and even his 
antagonists in some of the bitter­ 
est battles between management 
and labor. 
Telegrams of condolence poured 
in from all sections of the coun­ 
try, from President Truman and 
high-ranking government officials, 
from William Green of the AFL 
and John L. Lewis of the United 
Mine Workers, from Ben Fairless 
of U. S. Steel and Ben Moreell of 
Jones and Laughlin.

Coat Hanger 
Saves Youth's 
Life From Slug 


CINCINNATI, Nov. l<v_uB-Bob 
Henderson, 17, has a small burn on 
his stomach. Police said it was 
caused by a pistol shot. 
The bullet, Henderson* said, trav­ 
eled only two feet, but there were 
four pieces of dry cleaning and a 
coat hanger between him and the 
pistol. 
Police held Thomas Baldwin, 39. 
for investigation. They said he had 
been drinking. Young Henderson 
told police Baldwin shot at him 
Sunday night without warning in a 
hallway in Henderson's apartment 
house. 
The .32 caliber bullet hit the 
clothing the youth 
was holding, 
passed through it and hit a wire 
coat hanger dead center. The slug 
threaded itself on the wire and 
knocked the hanger out of the suit 
it was supporting without damag­ 
ing the suit. 
The hanger, twisted into a cork­ 
screw, p u n c t u r e d Henderson’s 
clothing and burned his skin, the 
heat apparently coming from fric­ 
tion caused by the bullet’s impact. 
T ie found the bullet in his right 
trouser pocket.

180-Dagraa Hoot Fait

LIMA, Nov. 10—UB—A mile-wide 
island actually disappeared in a 
recent explosion at Eniwetok in tbe 
Pacific, an eye-witness wrote Lima 
relatives. 
The unidentified eye • witness 
did not say he watched the first 
explosion of a hydrogen bomb tat 
the Lima News, which published 
tbs letter, said “it is apparent 
that tbe explosion he felt and 
saw was America’s first experi­ 
ment with a hydrogen bomb." 
The man Wrote he watched the 
explosion from 30.4 miles away, 
but that heat from the bomb waa 
180 degrees when it reached him. 
He said flame two miles wide «hot 
five miles into the air. 
A 20-mile-wide mushroom cloud 
drew thousands of tons of earth 
into the sky. It looked like a giant 
cauliflower, the man said. 
“About 15 minutes after tbe shot 
time," the man wrote, “the t»Und 
on which the bomb had been sot 
off started to bum and it turned a 
brilliant red. It burned for over

"Within six hows, an island 
(hat once had palm trees and 
coconuts was now nothing. A 
mile-wide island had actaaRy dis­ 
appeared. 
“I was watching through binoc­ 
ulars. At first I didn’t notice but 
when I saw a huge chunk just 
seem to melt away, after that I 
watched closely." 
The writer drew a picture of the 
shape of the cloud and sent it with 
the letter. 
The account published in the 
Lima News closely followed the de­ 
tails first given in a story in the 
Los Angeles Examiner last Satur­ 
day, but .was somewhat less detail­ 
ed as to the actual appearance of 
the explosion. 
“II waa even close to being 
beautiful," wrote the man in Ua 
letter to Lima.

UN Soldiers 
Rout Reds Off 
2 Major Hills 


SEOLL, Nov. 10-—(B—Allied in­ 
fantrymen in 11 hours of savage 
close-quarter fighting M o n d a y 
drove 1,300 North Korean Reds off 
two strategic hills on Korea’s east­ 
ern front.

Clean Eggs 
Better Than 
Cleaned Eggs 


A dean egg stays fresh longer 
and brings a higher price than a 
soiled egg that has been cleaned. 
Any type of cleaning—either wet 
or dry—lowers the protective qual­ 
ity of the shell and hastens spoil­ 
age. 
These observations were made 
during a project in which 
thou­ 
sands of eggs were cleaned and 
graded and compared with top- 
quality clean ones. 
Dry-cleaning by a brush or em ­ 
ery eloth had less effect on the 
keeping quality of the egg, but 
was slower, lesi efficient and re- 
suited in greater breakage than 
wet-cleaning methods. 
The need for ample nests, clean 
nesting material, frequent gather­ 
ing of eggs and dry laying houses 
to cut down the number of soiled 
eggs was emphasized. 
There’s a difference b e t w e e n 
clean eggs and cleaned eggs and 
that difference spells greater prof­ 
its for producers.

Clean Eggs 


Better Than 


Cleaned Eggs 


A clean egg stays fresh longer 
and brings a higher price than a 
soiled egg that has been cleaned. 
Any type of cleaning—either wet 
or dry—lowers the protective qual­ 
ity of the shell and hastens spoil­ 
age. 
These observations were made 
during a project in which 
thou­ 
sands of eggs were cleaned 
and 
graded and compared with top- 
quality clean ones. 
Dry-cleaning by a brush or em ­ 
ery cloth had less effect on the 
keeping quality of the egg, but 
was slower, less efficient and re­ 
sulted in greater breakage than 
wet-cleaning methods. 
The need for ample nests, clean 
nesting material, frequent gather­ 
ing of eggs and dry laying houses 
to cut down the number of soiled 
eggs was emphasized. 
There’s a difference b e t w e e n 
clean eggs and cleaned eggs and 
that difference spells greater prof­ 
its for producers.

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No Gondola Ride, No Feeding 
Of Pigeons In Trip To Venice 


By HAL BOYLE 
VENICE— 
In some world 
famous places It Is almost un­ 
written law that the visitor do 
certain things or be regarded as 
a hopeless hillbilly. 
At Coney Island you simply 
have to eat a hot dog. In Rome 
you must do as the Romans don’t 
—and go and view the Colosseum 
by 
nr\oonlight, then 
ask 
your 
guide: 
“Well, they got off to a good 
start, but when are they going to 
finish the building?’’ 
And here in Venice a tourist, to 
keep his amateur standing, must 
take a ride in a gondola and sit 
at an outdoor cafe and feed the 
pigeons in the Piazza San Mar­ 
co. 
That puts me in an embarrass­ 
ing spot. I don’t want to be re­ 
garded as a cultural savage. And 
I can see right now what will 
happen when Frances and I get 
back home. Sooner or later at a 
party the question of our trip 
will come up. And 
some will 
ask: 
“And 
in 
Venice, of course, 
you rode a gondola and fed the 
pigeons in St. Mark’s Square?” 
• “No,” I will have to confess, 
“to tell you the truth we went 
^ wading.” 
And I can see right now the 
look of incredulous disdain as he 
answers, “Really, old boy, you 
must be pulling my leg. You 
don’t go wading in Venice. You 
ride in a gondola, and feed the 
pigeons. Everyone knows that!” 
Well, we didn’t. We rode in a 
motor boat—and we went wad­ 
ing. We had to. 
Venice is a fabulous marble 
k town on stilts and 98 islands slow­ 
ly crumbling into its 150 canals in 
a lagoon off the Adriatic. They 
say if you see it for the first time 
by day you will ever afterward 
think of it as drab and worn and 
ugly, but that if on that first visit 
to Venice you come at night you 
will remember it always as a city 
of magic. 
We were lucky. We arrived just 
at dusk, and the lights winking 
% on seemed like fireflies in an old 
world fairyland. 
Glancing from the prow of the 
big tourist boat out across the 
dark waters of the grand canal 
at the dark grandeur of ancient 
palaces, Frances murmured: 
“What a wonderful place to be 
with someone who was romantic 
rather than rheumatic.” 


♦ McCrady Urges 
Pedestrians 
Walk Safely 
Pedestrians were urged today by 
Police Chief William McCrady to 
“walk safely! Your life depends cm 
it!” 
In most instances where pedes­ 
trian fatalities result in traffic ac- 
^ cidents, 
public 
indignation 
over 
v these accidents is aimed at the mo­ 
torists although many of the pedes­ 
trian victims have only themselves 
to blame. 
McCrady 
pointed out pedes­ 
trians frequently cross against 
tiie lights or between intersec­ 
tions, dash out from behind park­ 
ed cars or scoot across the street 
almost completely hidden behind 
an umbrella or a mound of pack­ 
et ages. 
“ It’s very difficult,” he said, “to 
understand the attitude of the care­ 
less pedestrian. Commonsense tells 
him that in any contest with a mo­ 
tor vehicle he’s bound to lose yet 
he continually overestimates the 
motorist's ability to see him and to 
stop in time. 
“While many walkers get away 
with such conduct, the cemeteries 
and hospitals have more than their 
#* share of thoie who 
are 
not 
so 
lucky.” 
Pedestrians were urged to follow 
these safe walking rules: 1.) Cross 
streets at marked crosswalks; 2.) 
Obey walk signals and t r a f f i c 
lights; 3.) Look to the left, 
the 
right and for turning vehicles be­ 
fore stepping off the curb; and 4.) 
To be seen at night carry or wear 
something white.

“In the old days,” said our 
guide, “they had banquets here 
lasting three days and three 
nights at which they served 500 
courses.” 
“I don’t suppose,” said Fran­ 
ces, “you could write me down 
a few recipes?” 
When we came out, it was 
raining and the Adriatic tide had 
flooded the entire square. The 
water was almost knee deep. We 
had only an hour in which to get 
back to the hotel, 
pack, 
and 
catch a train. 
“There’s only one thing to do,” 
said Frances, who would rather 
go wading thar eat caviar. So— 
as the natives stared—we took 
off our shoes and stockings, and 
waded through the flood to the 
hotel. 
Four British ladies p l a y i n g 
cards looked up, startled, as we 
came bare-footed and dripping 
through the lobby. As we passed 
I heard one say: 
“I don’t know who they are, 
but they simply must be Ameri­ 
cans. What an odd way to go 
about.” 
There was no time for a gondo­ 
la. I had to hire a motor boat. 
“I don’t mind too much about 
the gondola or the pigeons,” said 
Frances. “I think it was more ro­ 
mantic the way it worked out. 
Who else

traveled 
4,000 
miles to wade in Venice?” 
A fellow could fall in love with 
a girl like that.

VENICE—(tfv—In some world 
famous places It is almost un­ 
written law that the visitor do 
certain things or be regarded as 
a hopeless hillbilly.

And here in Venice a tourist, to 
keep his amateur standing, must 
take a ride in a gondola and sit 
at an outdoor cafe and feed the

That puts me in an embarrass­ 
ing spot. I don’t want to be re- 
garded as a cultural savage. And 
* I can see right now what will 
happen when Frances and I get 
back home. Sooner or later at a 
party the question of our trip 
will come up.

Venice, of course, 
you rode a gondola and fed the 
pigeons in St. Mark's Square?” 
• “No,” I will have to confess,

And I can see right now the 
look of incredulous disdain as he 
answers, “ Really, old boy, you 
must be pulling my leg.

USERS OF TOBACCO know that there is 
almost no satisfaction in smoking in com­ 
plete darkness. Sight and even tradition 
have much to do with taste. Blindfolded 
samplers of wine are seldom able to dis­ 
tinguish one vintage from another. 
Now, at Geneva, Switzerland, in an elab­ 
orate international test, experts wfere un­ 
able to tell one unidentified sardine from 
another. 
The sardine test originated in a cam­ 
paign of the Norwegian government to per­ 
suade the West German government Nor­ 
wegian sardines should not be subject to 
heavier import duties than sardines origi­ 
nating in the warmer waters of Portugal 
and France. Norwegian aquavit, one of the 
most potent of beverages, was provided to 
help wash down the sardines. 
Thirteen unidentified kinds of sardines 
were offered to samplers, who couldn’t tell 
one from another. The fish from warm 
southern waters couldn’t be distinguished 
from their kin bred in chill northern ma­ 
rine surroundings. The influence of label­ 
ing is clear. It goes for fish, wine, tobacco 
and a host of other products. 
The sardine, whatever its origin, remains 
one of the succulent items of diet. It needs 
no cooking; it can be used as an hors d’- 
oeuvre or on toast as a full meal. Such ver­ 
satility is offered by few foods. If all sar­ 
dines taste alike, what of it? 


HEADING SOUTH 
PRESIDENT-ELECT Eisenhower went 
to Georgia for a vacation the day after 
the election and, while in his case the trip 
may have been inspired partly by a desire 
to escape from the importunities of the 
faithful, his example will be followed by 
millions of other Americans in the next sev­ 
eral months, mainly for climatic reasons.

I suppose everybody and his brother has 
by now had an opinion on the Eisenhower 
landslide and as the days pass, new the­ 
ories will be thrown into the hopper.

Glandular III Of Old Men

PROSTATE trouble, a com­ 
mon complaint of men getting 
along in year a, is one of the prices 
many men have to pay for prog­ 
ress. As better medical care and 
living conditions add years to our 
lives, more people are reaching 
old age with its special problems 
and diseases. 
Fortunately, the treatment of 
the prostate by surgery has kept 
pace. The proper operation, per­ 
formed in time, will give relief 
safely. 
Unaware of Condition 
Many older men suffer from 
prostate trouble for years while 
neither they nor their family are 
aware that anything is wrong 
which needs treatment. Their ap­ 
petite is bad, and they tend to be 
drowsy, forgetful and Irritable. 
They have difficulty urinating, 
•specially at night. 
Aging and the mental disturb­ 
ances that go with it are often 
blamed for this state of affairs. 
Actually the elderly man may be 
the victim of a prostate trouble 
which can be helped. 
The prostate is a gland in men 
that surrounds the duct leading 
from the urinary bladder. During 
early life Its function is to help 
in reproduction. In older age, this 
function ceases, and the gland 
tends to grow in size, sometimes 
far beyond normal. It often grows 
in such a way that it blocks the 
flow of urine from the bladder, 
acting much like a dam. 
Possible Danger 
Nearly all men past the age of 
fifty have some prostate enlarge­ 
ment. Some of these men may 
complain of frequent urination, 
but the urine stream is slow, with 
reduced size and force. The dan­ 
cer of this condition is that the 


urine may dam up and injure the 
bladder and kidneys, causing poi­ 
sons to be retained in the blood. 
There are many ways to treat 
prostate trouble. With little risk, 
the modern surgeon can remove 
the gland, giving the elderly man 
much relief. 
If the patient is in good sur­ 
gical condition, the prostate can 
be removed through an incision 
in the abdomen. In certain cases 
where the risk is too great, this 
operation may be performed with 
an instrument that is inserted 
| into the bladder. However, if a 
'person waits until his prostate 
trouble has complications, he 
makes a successful operation all 
the more difficult. 
Medicines are of little help In 
reducing the size of the prostate, 
and should be used only when 
surgery is not very promising. 
, Such cases are very rare. Proper 
I preventive 
measures, 
however, 
may be of value in avoiding 
prostate enlargement. 
Today, the older man need not 
suffer from a prostate disturb­ 
ance as he once did, for with 
modern 
preventive 
methods 
carried out by the physician, and 
surgery when required, the diffi­ 
culties of this disorder can be 
obviated. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A. R. B.: Can diseases be trans­ 
mitted from one person to an­ 
other through a transfusion of 
blood? 
I 
Answer: Some diseases can be. 
Syphilis and malaria are easily 
transmitted by infected donors. 
Careful histories of the donors 
should be taken before the trans­ 
fusion is undertaken. Also influ­ 
enza. relapsing fever, measles and 
smallpox may very rarely b« 
transmitted in this manner.

President Truman will have time 
to look back upon his presidency 
and think of what he might have 
done if he had it to do over again. 
But even if he thinks there 
were mistakes, he may never say 
so publicly. He was never a man 
to give aid and comfort to his 
critics, if he eouli help it. 
It was this very resistance to 
criticism (sometimes) that 
came 
back to haunt him in the cam ­ 
paign. 
When he was first told cracks 
were beginning to appear in his 
administration, he used the words 
asinine and red herring. The Re­ 
publicans reminded him of those 
words in the campaign. 
That the people thought there 
were mistakes was clear enough. 
They showed it in the way they 
repudiated the Democratic admin­ 
istration with the astonishing vote 
for Gen. Dwight Eisenhower. 
• • • 
YET IT WAS Truman 
himself 
who often expressed faith in the 
good judgment of the people. Per­ 
haps it was in dealing with the 
people or rather in not dealing with 
them more, that he made a major 
mistake. 
One of the most amazing features 
of the presidential campaign was 
the 
bew ilderment 
expressed 
by 
many people about issues that had 
been talked and written about end­ 
lessly: Korea, taxes, prices, Com­ 
munists in government. 
Anyone who 
talked 
to 
people 
about the 
election 
heard 
these 
same questions over and over: 
Why are we in Korea anyway? 
Why don’t we get out? W’hy don’t 
we bomb the Chinese? 
What’s 
wrong, when we have to pay such 
taxes? 
It was during Truman’s admin­ 
istration that TV came into full 
bloom. Here, ready at hand, was 
the most 
direct 
instrument 
any 
President ever had for sitting down 
with the people in their own homes 
and talking to them. 
President 
Roosevelt 
knew 
the 
value of explaining national prob­ 
lems, and his course of action, to 
the people directly although in his 
day he was limited to the radio. 
Nevertheless, his fireside chats be­ 
came welcome and famous. 
* 
* 
A 
TRUMAN, with the added 
ad­ 
vantage of TV, made some nation­ 
wide talks. But those intended to 
explain a problem or a decision or 
an action that affected everyone 
were infrequent. 
While he remained absent from 
the living rooms of the nation, his 
opponents and critics moved in by 
way of the TV window and built 
up their case against him. He had 
plenty of defenders on TV too. 
But 
Eisenhower will 
probably 
make lot more use of TV than Tru­ 
man did.

Maybe Theme 
Needs Switch, 
Hero Suggests 


Soldiers Do Sha re, 
But Civilians Foil 
To Hold Peace

Hi Mister! 
I know that’s probably not the 
correct way for a guy to greet 
a stranger—no introduction nor 
anything like that. But to tell you 
the truth it seems a long time 
since they taught us those things 
hack home. Korea can make you 
forget an awful lot: the nice, and 
clean and the decent l i t t l e 
things. 
But then too, I guess it doesn’t 
really matter anyway. You don’t 
have a name all your own, because 
you’re just the average civilian 
back home in the States. And as 
for me, the name wouldn’t matter 
either. 
Addresses? Who cares? 
Call it Pickaway County, Phila­ 
delphia, Omaha or San Diego—or 
along any one of those millions of 
rural routes where home begins at 
a swinging gate or just beyond a 
big oak where the mail box hangs. 
They'll probably tag me just the 
Unknown Soldier of the Korean 
War. And this letter will just be 
one of those I never had a chance 
to send. You can be sure I ain’t 
about to send it, mister. A guy can 
tell, you know. 
• 
• 
• 
DID I USE the word “ war,’* 
mister? Forgive it. I understand on 
the official books it can’t rate that 
bad yet. They tell us over here it’s 
still just a “police action” or some­ 
thing of the sort. All this death and 
misery up and down this stinking 
country, from Pusan to the Yalu, 
is still unofficial, I know. 
Pardon us, mister, if now and 
then we forget it. 
Forgive it too, if I seem to for­ 
get the girls—young and old—when 
I write you this. Somehow I know 
they’ll read over your shoulder, 
and anyway it just doesn’t come 
under the heading for women. All 
over the world, of course, Uncle 
Sam has great little kids proving 
the women folk have courage too. 
But just for now, mister, this will 
be only between us guys—you and 
me. 
Every year since the b o y s 
came home from “ Over There’* 


In 1918 It’s been a custom around 
Nov. 11 for you all who live to 
remember those who gave all a 
fellow can. Somebody who meant 
well called it “Armistice Day.” 
We’ve had a lot of living since 
the years when they talked about 
the Argonne, St. Mihiel and all the 
others the doughboys know. There 
was a whole new' set of names yet 
to come for the GI’s—Casablanca, 
Anzio, the Rapido, Omaha beach, 
to name hut a few. 
And nowr, 34 years after that 
“Armistice Day” we mentioned, 
we’re trying to learn how to spell 
and pronounce Taegu, I n c h o n , 
Seoul and alot of others. 
*

• 
IN OTHER words, mister, it 
seems we keep t a l k i n g about 
“ Armistice Day” but only change 
the names of the places and the 
boys on the latest honor rolls 
around the town. Maybe we need a 
switch this year, I figure, and 
that's why I decided on this note— 
if I can get it finished. 
On this “Armistice Day” of 1952, 
mister, let’s turn it around. I’ll be 
remembering you—and you in turn 
think of the troops who have yet to 
march in the years ahead. 
Somehow it seems a better idea 
in view of the way things have 
been going, you know. At least it 
might bring better results. And 
that we need, rrvster. 
Don’t get me wrong through, 
either. It isn’t being bitter—not 
really when you sit down and think. 
Sure a lot of us over here 
gripe, howl and swear at t h e 
things we hear and read about 
back in the States. 
We know a lot of folks still smile 
a that gag on how soldiers always 
complain. So few seem to remem­ 
ber that in wartime soldiers really 
have something to complain about. 
We know how the blood donations 
lag. We think of it especially in the 
front line aid stations while we’re 
lining up the kids for their trans­ 
fusions, the ones Aho lay white and 
still—and 
those who chew 
the 
; edges of their blankets and c r y 
only with their eyes. 
* 
* 
• 
WE KNOW HOW’ it feels to read 
how this congressman got up and 
said this, and that senator called 
in reporters and said that. And how 
they all get together at election 
time to demand that something def­ 
inite be done about Korea. 
We know the anxiety at our end 
on whether Christmas packages 
will be mailed on time back in the 
states. And the silent prayers we 
say every time the mail f r o m 
s home arrives. 
Sure, mister, we know the good 
and the bad. Better even than you, 


we can see over the thousands of 
miles and spot the fakers and the 
faithful all around you; the real 
people of America‘who will never 
forget us, and those who—in their 
small, tight-fisted and bullheaded 
lives—will never f o r g e t them­ 
selves. 
It's a real education of a kind 
no civilian can ever have, mis­ 
ter. And the advanced courses 
are in session now in Korea. 
No matter how hard you t r y , 
back there where Heaven begins 
with Frisco—no matter how true 
your h e a rt aims—you can’t know 
| the lessons the troops learn the 
| hard way. 
No matter how old he Is, you 
know, a man learns a lot of things 
he never thought of before when 
he has to fight off overwhelming 
sleep all through a crippling cold 
I night to make sure he’s still alive 
by dawn. You can get a lifetime 
I education within a few hours while 
hiding in slime and human decay, 
and listening to something or some­ 
body crawl closer and closer a few’ 
yards away. 
•

• 
THERE’S a chance to think as 
nobody in the States can think 
when you're alone with a 
lighted 
candle at some forgotten hole in 
the Korean mountains, while the 
early winter winds struggle 
with 
the tarp at the doorway and the 
shadows on the muddy walls fash­ 
ion lonesome dreams. 
No professors or university li­ 
braries can help a man much 
when the darkness is suddenly split 
wide open by the scream, flash and 
flare of a midnight attack. No rules 
we brought with us over here seem­ 
ed to apply when you have to sit 
for long hours through the day and 
pretend to carry on a conversation 
with a buddy you don’t dare look 
at in the same shell hole. 
I’ll be easy on the details, mis­ 
ter, because I know some of them 
you can learn in a l m o s t any 
morgue or undertaking p arlo r- 
some of them, that is. And I think 
you get the point anyway. 
But you see what I mean when 
I say we ain’t really bitter when 
we finally get a chance to sit 
down and think. We couldn’t be 
truly bitter, mister, b e c a u s e 
we’ve learned far ahead of what 
you know—and how bitterness, in 
the end, never really cures any­ 
thing. 
That’s why, on this “ Armistice 
Day” of 1952, I want to turn things 
around and remember you. You’re 
the fellow we should think about 
when the parades file past and the 
bugles echo softly over the ceme­ 
teries, mister. Because you’re the 
guy who represents those who hope 


to fix all this—so that sometime In 
the future we can call ourselves 
civilized and really mean it. 
We in Korea need your help ev­ 
ery hour and every day—and I wish 
you know how badly we need it. 
But we’re committed (as they say 
it back in the strategy tents) and 
our share for America in this “ win­ 
ning of the peace” is already 
written. 
• • • 


NOTHING CAN ever 
change 
that, and the knowledge is prob­ 
ably what keeps us going—plus the 
thought that we’re holding the line 
to give you folks a chance to de­ 
bate and figure things out. 
Why not start some serious fig­ 
uring then, mister, on this “ Armis­ 
tice Day” of 1952? If not for your­ 
selves in the months or years just 
ahead, then at least for the kids 
you see around you — the boys 
“next in line.” 
So, as a last line in this letter 
that I’ll never get a chance to send 
(little by little, you know, y o u r 
, fingers feel funny and the light 
gets bad), let’s join with that 
; thought. 
Maybe each year on Nov. 11 
we’ve been 
remembering 
the 
wrong people huh? Wouldn’t that 
be a laugh? Maybe, instead of 
talking a lot on that day how to 
remember the troops who paid 
the price, we should pay a lot 
more attention to those who have 
yet to find a solution for it all! 
Maybe then, mister, we can start 
something new—you, me and all 
the others in the world who care 
and are able to help—if we start 
looking more to the future while 
holding reverence for the past. 
Maybe, while we stand in silent 
tribute to the fallen, it might help 
just a little if we say for o u r ­ 
selves: 
God show us the way, the right 
from the wrong, and the difference 
between patriotism for pay and 
patriotism with a soul. And then, 
God. while you’re at it, please give 
us—all of us—the guts to be human 
beings!

Hi Mister! 
I know that’s probably not the 
correct way for a guy to greet 
a stranger—no introduction nor 
anything like that. But to tell you 
the truth it seems a long time 
since they taught us those things 
back home. Korea can make you 
forget an awful lot; the nice, and 
clean and the decent l i t t l e 
things. 
But then too, I guess it doesn’t 
really matter anyway. You don't 
have a name all your own, because 
you’re just the average civilian 
back home in the States. And as 
for me, the name wouldn’t matter 
either. 
Addresses? 
Who cares? 
Call it Pickaway County, Phila­ 
delphia, Omaha or San Diego—or 
along any one of those millions of 
rural routes where home begins at 
a swinging gate or just beyond a 
big oak where the mail box hangs. 
They’ll probably tag me just the 
Unknown Soldier of the Korean 
War. And this letter will just be 
one of those I never had a chance 
to send. You can be sure I ain’t 
about to send it, mister. A guy can 
tell, you know.

DID I USE the word “ war,’* 
mister? Forgive it. I understand on 
the official books it can’t rate that 
bad yet. They tell us over here it’s 
still just a “ police action” or some­ 
thing of the sort. All this death and 
misery up and down this stinking 
country, from Pusan to the Yalu, 
is still unofficial, I know. 
Pardon us, mister, if now and 
then we forget it. 
Forgive it too, if I seem to for­ 
get the girls—young and old—when 
I WTite you this. Somehow I know 
they’ll read over your shoulder, 
and anyway it just doesn’t come 
under the heading for women. All 
over the world, of course, Uncle 
Sam has great little kids proving 
the women folk have courage too. 
But just for now, mister, this will 
be only between us guys—you and 
me. 
Every year since the b o y s 
came home from “ Over There’* 


in 1918 it’s been a custom around 
Nov. ll for you all who live to 
remember those who gave all a 
fellow can. Somebody who meant 
well called it “Armistice Day.” 
We’ve had a lot of living since 
the years when they talked about 
♦he Argonne, St. Mihiel and all the 
others the doughboys know. There 
was a whole new set of names yet 
to come for the GI’s—Casablanca, 
Anzio, the Rapido, Omaha beach, 
to name hut a few. 
And now, 34 years after that 
“ Armistice Day” we mentioned, 
we're trying to learn how to spell 
and pronounce Taegu, I n c h o n , 
Seoul and a lot of others.

IN OTHER 
words, mister, it 
seems we keep t a l k i n g about 
“ Armistice Day” but only change 
the names of the places and the 
boys on the 
latest honor rolls 
around the town. Maybe we need a 
switch this year, I figure, and 
that’s why I decided on this note— 
if I can get it finished. 
On this “ Armistice Day” of 1952, 
mister, let s turn it around. I’ll be 
remembering you—and you in turn 
think of the troops who have yet to 
march in the years ahead. 
Somehow it seems a better idea 
in view of the way things 
have 
been going, you know. At least it 
might bring better results. And 
that we need, nester. 
Don’t get 
me wrong through, 
either. It 
isn t being bitter—not 
really when you sit down and think. 
Sure

of us over here 
gripe, howl and swear at t h e 
things we hear and read about 
bark in the States. 
We know a lot of folks still smile 
a. that gag on how soldiers always 
complain. So few seem to remem ­ 
ber that in wartime soldiers really 
have something to complain about.

WE KNOW HOW it feels to read 
how this congressman got up and 
said this, and that senator called 
in reporters and said that. And how 
they all get together at election 
time to demand that something def­ 
inite be done about Korea, 
We know the anxiety at our end 
on whether Christmas packages 
will be mailed on time back in the 
states. And the silent prayers we 
say every time the mail f r o m 
home arrives. 
Sure, mister, we know the good 
and the bad. Better even than you, 


w’e can see over the thousands of 
miles and spot the fakers and the 
faithful all around you; the real 
people of America’who will never 
forget us, and those who—in their 
small, tight fisted and bullheaded 
| lives—will never f o r g e t them- 
! selves. 
It's a real education of a kind 


J ne civilian can ever have, mis­ 
ter. And the advanced courses 
are in session now in Korea.

No matter how’ hard you t r v, 
back there where Heaven begins 
with Frisco -no matter how true 
your heart aims—you can’t know 
the lessons the troops learn the 
, hard way. 
No matter how old he is, you 
know, a man learns a lot of things 
I he never thought of before when 
i he has to fight off overwhelming 
sleep all through a crippling cold 
night to make sure he’s still alive 
by dawn.
